LEAGUE APPROVES ROOT 
WORLD- COURT PROTOCOL 


Renews Invitation to U.S. to Send Represen- 
tative to Hague—Defeats Effort to 
Alter Qualifications of Judges.

GENEVA, Sept. 14.—The final 
chapter of America’s second effort 


to get into The Hague court, so far 
as the League of Nations is con- 
cerned, was written late this after- 
noon when the Assembly of the 
League unanimously approved the 
Root protocol and opened the doc- 
ument for signatures. Within half 
an hour 18 delegations had signed. 
Action was taken without delay 
so far as the Root protocol 
concerned, but the protocol for the 
revision of the court’s statutes pre- 
cipitated a bitter last minute strug- 
gie. Following a week of discus- 
sion with the jurists’ conference 
and the first assembly commission 


over the election methods and 
qualifications for candidates for 
judgeships, the Norwegians car- 


ried the fight to the Assembly by 
introducing an amendment to the 
jurists’ draft. 

In effect, the amendment would 
have struck fron. the original text 
the statement that candidates nom- 
inated by national groups for The 
Hague bench “should possess prac- 
tical experience.” The opposition 
contended that practical experience 
meant that Judges should be men 
who had negotiated or drafted 
treaties, conventions, etc., the 
merits of which they might later 
be called upon to decide. 
Obviously this opposition was 
aimed against the placing upon the 


was 


bench such men as Sir Cecil Hurst 
and Henri Fromageot, legal ad- 
visers for the British and French 
foreign offices, respectively. Both 
are candidates for the bench and 
undoubtedly will be elected before 
the Assembly adjourns. 

The Norwegian delegation was 
supported by the delegates from 
China, Bulgaria, Ireland, Hungary, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Denmark, 
Chile and Poland. 

The amendment was defeated by 
a vote of 32 to 15. 

Patrick McGilligan, Foreign Min- 
ister for the Irish Free State, is 
the only signatory recently to an- 
nounce the acceptance of the com- 
pulsory. arbitration clause of the 
Permanent Court of Internationa! 
Justice. 

Ireland also dealt one of the 
first blows to the Briand sugges- 
tion of a European confederation 
of states when it announced 
through its representative, Prof. 
John O'Sullivan, that it would not 
participate in a two-year tariff 
truce proposed by the French and 
British delegations to the League 
Assembly. 

“Asking us to relinquish tariffs 
is equivalent to asking us to com- 
mit industrial suicide,” said O’Sul- 
livan. 

W. D. Euler of the Canadian 
celegation refused to commit his 
Government to the French and 
British proposals, and gave as one 
of his reasons the impending tariff 
developments in other countries. 
and the possibility that 
might have to seek elsewhere for 
markets for Canadian products.

Land Daniel Boone Sold 
For $320 Brings $70,000 


Bond Firm Buys Part of Ground Congress 
- Granted to Pioneer in St. Charles 
County. 


Five hundred acres of the 1000 
arpents of land in what now is St. 
Charles County, granted to Danfel 
Boone by Congress after the Lou- 
isiana Purchase, have been ac- 
quired by a St. Louis firm of bond 
brokers who plan to use it for 
week-end entertainment’ for the 


firm and clients. Boone sold the 
land for $320. The bond firm, al- 
though the price was not disclosed, 
is reported to have paid more than 
$70,000 for it. 

When Congress gave the famous 
pioneer 1000 arpents of land—an 
arpent is 85-100ths of an acre—he 
was dissatisfeld. The Spanish Gov- 
ernment had given him 10,000 ar- 
pents, but he had neglected to have 
the grant recorded by the Crown 
agent, and while Congress agreed 
that he was entitled to 10.000 ar- 
pents, he received only the 1000, 
comprising a homstad, that all oth- 
other settlers in the territory got. 


Althoug . it was Boone’s home- 
stead, he never lived there, ancient 
records set forth. His only Mis- 
souri home was with his som at 
what now is New Melle, Mo., five 
miles away. Nathan Boone's home- 
stead now is owned by F. M. Cur- 
lee, St. Louis attorney, who uses 
it as a summer home. 

The bond firm has started exten- 
sive improvements on the old man- 
sion built on the site of an Indian 
fort Boone erected on his Jand, and 
- roposes to construct a golf course, 
an airplane landing field, shooting 
blinds and a fishing lodge on the 
well-stocked 23-acre lake. 

Boone sold the land to William 
Cashow, and it remained in the 
Cashow family for many years. 
Two years ago, John M. Reilly, 
6338 San Bonita avenue, purchased 
the tract at foreclosure. He ob- 
tained a deed to the land signed by 
Daniel Boone, from Mrs. Mary A. 
Matson of Fort Meyers, Fla., wife 
of the grandson of William Cashow.

NO ORCHESTRAS TODAY 
IN SKOURAS THEATERS 


Manager Issues Statement on 


}: Failure to Reach Agreement 


With Union. 


The orchestra pits of all Skour- 
as Theaters, including the Ambas- 
sador, Missouri, Grand Central and 
the St. Louis Amusement Co.’s 24 
neighborhood theaters, are expect- 
ed to be empty today as the result 
of the inability of the theater of- 
ficials and the Musicians* Mutual 
Benefit Association to agree on 
contract. terms. 

The union musicians voted Fri- 
day to adhere to a policy of all or 
none, maintaining the Skouras in- 
terests should renew all contracts. 
The Skouras interests, on the other 
hand, offered to renew contracts 
for the Ambassador and Missouri 
orchestras but sought a reduction 
in the minimum number of men 
to be employed in neighborhood 
houses from 134 to 35. 

The result of the deadlock was 
that Guy M. Dailey, president of 
the Musicians’ Union, announced 
that 300 musicians employed in 
the Skouras theaters would not re- 
turn to their work today. Loew’s 
State abandoned its orchestra 
Sept. 1 to rely. solely on “canned’”’ 
music, The Fox ‘Theater, St. 
Louis Theater and Grand Opera 
House have signed new contracts 
assuring those theaters of orches- 
tras. 

The Ambassador's stage show 
will carry on without the regular 
theater orchestra, having the serv- 
ices of a 10-piece women’s orche»- 
tra, members of the New York 
Musicians’ Union, which had been 
engaged as one of the acts and 
which is unaffected by the local 
controversy. 

Statement by Skouras. 
Charles P. Skouras, general man- 
ager of the Skouras Super Thea- 
ters—Missouri and Ambassaijor— 
issued a statement outlining his 
position last night. It follows: 
“The Skouras Super Theaters, al- 
ways a staunch supporter of or- 
ganized labor, are anxious, willing 
and ready to employ members of 
the Musicians’ Mutual Benefit As- 
sociation. Their positions are open 
to them and there is no contro- 
versy with their association as to 
compensation or working condi- 
tions. 


dor and Missourj orchestras are 
more than satisfied with their posi- 
tions. They are eager to renew 
their contracts. 

“The men in these de luxe thea- 
ters are paid on a liberal scale—a 
scale virtually equa] that of any 
other theater in the country. For 
instance, the Ambassador  musi- 
cians draw an average weekly wage 
ot $115 or more. Although their 
contract calls for seven hours per 
days, they are required to work 
only five hours or less. During the 
time when they are not actually 
engaged in playing their time is 
their own. ‘Their contracts guar- 
antee them 52 weeks of work a 
year. 

“During the period of one year’s 
contract just expired the Skouras 
Super Theaters paid $359,000 to 
the members of these orchestras, 

“We Are Helpless to Act.” 

“The responsibility for throwing 
47 members of the Ambassador and 
Missouri orchestras out of work 
with the ensuing loss of huge sums 
rests solely with the Musicians’ As- 
sociation. We are helpless to act 
in the present situation, as all of 
our offers have been flatly and un- 
fairly rejected. 

“Proof of our good faith and co- 
operation is evidenced by our offer 
to fulfill every request for pay and 
working conditions asked by the 
Musicians’ Association. Further 
proof of the fairness of our stand 
is the attitude of the members of 
the Ambassador and Missouri or- 
chestras who are most anxious to 
return to their positions. 

“Most unfairly and most un.- 
fortunately the Musicians’ Mutual 
Benefit Association is withholding 
from the orchestras of this com- 
pany the right to contract with us 
unless and until the St. Louis 
Amusement Co. yields to certain 
[demands made upon that company 
over which Skouras Super Theaters 
have no control. As a matter of 
fact they are two separate entities. 
The stockholders are different. The 
management is different. The pol- 
icies are different. Consequently, 
the disagreement between the S&t. 
Louis Amusement Co. and_ the 
Musicians’ Association in no way 
concerns the Skouras Super Thea- 
ters.

BODY FROM WRECKED 


LAKE STEAMER FOUND 


Rough Weather Delays Search 
for Other Members _ of 
Andaste’s Crew of 25.

GRAND HAVEN, Mich., Sept. 
14.—The body of a man washed 
ashore near Holland and scattered 
bits of wreckage appearing at vari- 
ous points along the shoreline be- 
tween this city and Saugatuck to- 
day dispelleg the last hope that 
the freighter Andaste and her 
crew of 25 might have weathered 
the storm which swept Lake Michi- 
gan Monday night. 

The body was identified as that 
of Ralph Wiley of Benton Harbor, 
second engineer of the freighter.

Near Saugatuck today, four boys 
playing along the beach. discovered 
a life preserver bearing the name 
Andaste. They reported seeing 
much wreckage along the shore. 

The turbulent water of the lake 
today kept searching vessels from 
the spot 14 miles off Ottawa beach 
where the freighter is thought to 
have foundered. ‘Tugs sent out by 
the Chicago Materials Co., oper- 
ators of the Andaste, were standing 
by with Coast Guard craft tonight 
and planneq to put out tomorrow 
if the weather clears. | 

First definite information ¢on- 
cerning the fate of the 37-year-old 
freighter which left Grand Haven 
for Chicago Monday night with a 
cargo of gravel, began to come to 
light late yesterday when the crew 
of a fishing tug found pieces of 
wreckage. Additional wreckage 
was reported frorn various points 
along the shore.

Business Women’s Club te 
Avoid Uniformity. 


Members of the Business and 
Professional Women's Clubs of Mis- 
souri who met with their State offi- 
cers and directors last night at 
Hotel Statler were warned by Miss 
Lillie R. Ernst, acting assistant su- 
perintendent of instruction in St.

“If you are seeking equality with 
the men of America,” she said, 
‘may I ask you to look seriously at 
that for which you ask. They are 
more conditioned by a fear to be 
unlike the mass than anything I 
know of. They are afraid of in- 
equality. It is timidity that makes 
men seek equal levels and compels 
them to follow the conventions of 


their kind. 

“You may spend your time at) 
meetings of men's business and | 
professional clubs from Monday | 
unfil Friday of every week and 
when you have finished you will 
not-be able to distinguish one of 
them from another. This uniform- 
ity amounting to monotony in likes 
and dislikes, enthusiasms and pur- 
poses, is not accidental 
result of long years of seeking the 
medium level.

Valuations Vs. Values.

OST people would rather go to 
a musical show than to any 
drama, no matter how won- 
derful. There still exist citizens of 
New York who have failed to visit 
either “Street Scene” or “Journey’s 
End” but have turned up as regu- 
larly as a red traffic light in the 
$11 seats of the 30-odd song and 
dance shows that come to Broad- 
way in the course cf a year. I] am 
sorry for them. I cannot agree 
With their idea of a good time. 
The average musical is, above all, 
boring. The music sounds pretty 
much alike, to this weary ear, just 
as the dances, those rearrange- 
ments of the daily dozen by bare- 
kneed damsels, are all exactly the 
same.

Nine to Be in Balloon Contest 
Sept. 28; Three From 
United States. 


—— 


sf the French entrants in 
Bh gg ee Bennett international 
balloon race, to start from 8900 
South Broadway Sept. 28, has with- 
drawn, reducing the starting field 
to nine. This leaves the United 
States with three balloons in the 
race, Germany two, and France, 
Belgium, Denmark and Argentine 
one each. 

Announcement of the withdrawal 
was made by the French Aero Club 
in a cablegram’ to the National 
Aeronautical Association at Wash- 
ington yesterday. No reason was 
assigned, but race officials assume 
the pilot was unable to get his 
equipment in shape in time for the 
race, 

The remaining French balloon 
will be piloted by Georges Blanchet, 
an outstanding balloonist and par- 
ticipant in many races on the conti- 
nent. Announcement of his selec- 
tion, simultaneous with receipt of 
the withdrawal of the other French 
entry, completes the list of con- 
testants. 

Capt. William E. Kepner of Scott 
Field, winner of last year’s race, 
will represent the United States 
army; Lieut. T. G. W Steel of 
Lakehurst, N. J., will pilot the 
navy’s entry, and Wade Van 
Orman, civilian pilot and winner of 
two previous races, will complete 
the list of Americans. 

Erich Leimkugel, pilot of the 
Stadt Essen, and Hugo Kaulen Jr., 


flying the Barmen, will race for 


Germany. Ernest Demuyter, the 
only man to win four Gordon Ben- 
nett races, will pilot the Belgian 
balloon, Belgica; George Schen- 
strom, the Danish entry, Denmark, 
and D. Eduardo Bradley, pilot of 
the Argentine, will be South Amer- 
ica’s only contestant. 

* Preliminary reports furnished by 
the United States Weather Bureau 
show that chances are 1 to 2 that 
the weather will be clear on the 
day of the race, 1 to 8 that it will 
be partly cloudy, and 1 to 6 that 
it will be cloudy. The chances are 
1 to 4 that .01 of an inch of rain 
will fall and 1 to 10 that there 
will be a thunderstorm. 

Definite, Qast-minte reports on 
weather, direction and velocity of 
the wind at points 600 miles from 
St. Louis, will be viven to the pi- 
lots shortly before the race starts.

Alta Mae Cramer, former St. Louis 
motion picture theater organist, 
filed suit in Circuit Court yester- 
day for $50.000 damages. 

Named as defendants are the 
American Federation of Musicians, 
the Musicians’ Mutual Benefit As- 
sociation of St. Louis, Local No. 
2, and 10 officers of the local or- 
ganization, including Guy M. 
Daily, president, and Fred A. Rid- 
dell, vice-president. : 

Mrs. Cramer, who is now a resi- 
dent of New Jersey, formerly was 
employed as organist at the Ritz 
Theater, 3147 South Grand boule- 
vard. At that time, she says, she 
was a member of the union in 
good standing and wa~ earning 
$4000 a year. When her contract 
expired on Aug. .15, 1927, accord- 
ing to her petition, she entered 
into a temporary agreement with 
the theater owners extending her 
contract two weeks. Four days 
later, she alleges, the local union 
dropped her from its rolls and 
caused her to be. discharged from 
the theater. Because of its ac- 
tivities since that time, she says, 
she has been unable to obtain em- 
ployment in any theater. She 
asks for $25,000 compensatory and 
$ 5,000 punitive damages.

Complete remote control of a 
radio receiver from any part of the 
home, use of the new screen-grid 
tube in radio amplification, push- 


pull audio amplification, dynamie 
speakers of a new design and se- 
lector tuning, are the outstanding 
innovations in the new Kolster and 
Brandes sets that will be displayed 
at the radio show by the Strauss 
Co., distributer.

The Kolster Model K-45 is a dis- 
tinct advance in radio for several 
reasons. One is remote control. 
There are no knobs or dials on the 
front of the set. In a corner of the 
top, the dial can be seen through 
a small glass window, and on the 
side are automatic tuning buttons 
in addition to the usual knob for 
manual tuning. 

A cable is attached to the set, 
which can be led around behind 
the picture moulding or under the 
carpet, or even built into the wall, 
to any desired points of remote 
control. A small box about four 
inches by six inches, at the end of 
the cable, can rest on the arm of 
the listener’s chair or on a bedside 
table. On the small box are six 
buttons, marked for six selected 
stations, a volume control, an on- 
and-off switch and two colored 
lights. 


Can Tune From Armchair. 


When the set is turned on at the 
remote control point, a red light 
glows on the small box. When a 
station button is pressed, a green 
light comes on to show that the 
set is not ready to play until a 
small motor automatically com- 
pletes the tuning of the set, when 
the green light disappears to show 
the set is tuned to the desired sta- 
tion. The colored lights show the 
set is working perfectly, and, if no 
program is heard after the tuning 
is completed, it indicates that the 
station is not broadcasting. 

While the automatic tuner is 
turning the dial, the reproducer 
is short-circuited automatically so 
that no intervening stations are 
heard.

Considered 


Congress Likely to Force 
Commission to Aid Lis- 
teners in Large Areas 
Where There Is Little 
or No Reception.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The 
Federal Radio Commission may, 
he forced by Congress to make im- 
portant changes in the broadcast- 


ing structure. 
Among other things, several sta- 
tions in New York, Chicago, Les 
Angeles, San Francisco and other 
iarge cities maybe scrapped. 
At present large sections of the 
country are absolutely without ra- 
dio reception, while others are 
without adequate reception during 
eight months of the year. 
In some sections of the country, 
it would be difficult to give a ra- 
dio set away during the summer. 
This applies to large parts of Mon- 
tana, Iowa, Wyoming, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Nevada, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Texas, Colorado, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. 7 
In its allocation, the Radio Come 
mission figured that cleared chan- 
nel stations would render service 
to those sections. Theoretically, 
they should, but in actual practice 
they fail to do so, Under the pres- 
ent development the only way 
those sections will get service is 
through local stations. 
The Radio Commission has re- 
ceived sufficient applications to 
improve service, but it has not had 
the wave lengths to give to those 
who applied. 
In a large measure, the law is 
responsible. The law says that 
each. state shall receive a certaig# 
portion of radio facilities, depend 
ing on the population of the states 
Therefore, New York City is en- 
titled to almost as many stations 
as the states of Idaho. Nebraska, 
Wyoming, Wisconsin, South Da- 
kota, North Dakota, New Mexico, 
Montana, Minnesvta and Colorado,

trols ‘the AC switch double pri- 
mary circuit maintains unusual ef- 
ficiency on both high and low 
wave stations. 

Production Automatic. 

The sets are licensed under 
RCA Hazeltine and Miessner pat- 
ents. The Gulbransen factory has a 
production system as near auto- 
matic as any observed up to the 
present time. Raw materials leave 
the stockroom in trays that are de- 
livered by an overhead belt to the 
beginning of the production line. 

The first operation includes the 
placing of the trays on dollies to- 
gether with a blank chassis. © The 
belt moves a single station and au- 
tomatically stops while the opera- 
tors complete that part of the as- 
sembly to which they have been 
assigned. As each operator com- 
pletes his or her part of the as- 
sembly a button is pushed which 
registers on the tally board at the 
head of the line. 

Provision for Checking. 

When the last operation has been 
completed the belt automatically 
moves another station and _ the 


cycle is repeated. It has required 
a little time to work out the indi- 


vidual operations so that no part 


shall hold up the entire line, and 
even if it were necessary to so dis- 
tribute the work that one operator 
would eliminate a single screw 
which would be put in by the suc- 
ceeding operator such would be 
found highly satisfactory in the 
successful operation of the auto- 
matic line. 

Combined with the automatic 
system is a tallying machine con- 
sisting of a mechanically operated 
typewriter which registers the op- 
erations as they are completed. 
The register that is made permits 
the engineering department to 
check from time to time to deter- 
mine whether or not the operations 


should be changed at any particu- 
lar station to expedite production. 


Uses of Vacuum Tube. 

A vacuum tube is supposed to 
work ilke a check valve; that ss, 
it should allow the radio signals to 
pass through fully ‘n one direction. 
but should completely block any 
attempt of the signals to flow 
through the tube backward, If it 
permitted this backward flow, the 
circuit in which the tube is used 
would oscillate, setting up squeals 
and howls in the loud speaker and 
rendering the receiver useless.

Electric Spiders 
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Spin Filament 


Klectrical spiders quite as in- 
genious as real spiders, are now 
employed by the radio industry 
in spinning resistance filament. 
These machines turn out a hair- 
like glass thread which is subse- 
quently coated to form metallized 
filament. The finished product is 
known as metallized resistor or 
metallized powerohm. 

To supply the steadily increasing 
demand for metallized resistors 
about 2,500,000 feet, or about 470 
miles, of metallized filament wil! 
be produced during 1929. The 
supply is made by a battery of elec- 
tric spiders in one of the plants of 
the International Resistance Co. of 
Philadelphia, Pa. Each electrica] 
spider takes a special glass rod 
about three-ighths inch diameter, 
presses one end against an elec- 
trically-heated die, and produces a 
hair-like filament which is then 
pulled along and wound on a reel. 
Because of its fineness and flexi- 
bility the glass thread does not 
break even when considerably bent. 

Subsequently, the glass filament 
is passed through an alcoho! bath, 
then rubbed and polished by cloth 
pads and finally receives its metal- 
lic coating. The resistance per unit 
length is continuously checked dur- 
ing the coating process. Finally, 
the filament is broken into 12-inch

'Set With New Circuit Turned 


Out in Plant Moved 
From Chicago. 


An exhib:t of Trav-Ler portable 
receivers, which are made in St. 
Louis, will be made at the radio 
show by the Trav-Ler Manufactur- 
ing Corpor.tion. This company 
was acquir: 1 in October, 1928, by 
Harold J. Wrape, Carl Hambue- 
chen and C. R. Ogle of St. Louis, 
and recentl its plant was moved 
here after reorganization. 

The Trav-Ler corporation was 
organized in April, 1923, by Frank 
Magee, former production man- 
ager of the Howard Radio Co. of 
Chicago. 

Seeing a growing use for the 
future, the concern began exclusive 
manufacture of portable receivers. 
It concentrated on the development 
of smali radio sers for four years 
and through large increase in vol- 
ume of business proved how well 
their original idea of a market for 
portable receiving sets was 
founded. 

The feature of Trav Ler engi- 
neering has always been to pro- 
duce a receiver of fine tone quality 
and sensitivity that would permit 
distance reception and, in the city, 
selective tuning of all stations be- 
tween 200 and 600 meters. It has 
always endeavored to _ furnish 
these features in a truly portable 
set that would be convenient to 
earry, light, and so constructed 
that it would. withstand rough 
handling. 

There are difficult problems in 
the design ef portables due to the 
fact that a set of this nature is 


portable set. Except in the cities, 
the sets are generally operated 
where no line power is available 
and have to depend on batteris.

Putting Tubes 
In Wrong Sockets 


Causes ‘Burn-Outs 


Fully 65 Per Cent of Value 
‘Returns’ Due to This, 
Engineers Find. 


One of the most interesting 
studies in the modern radio tube 
production plant is that made of 
tubes that come back for replace- 
ment. In the DeForest plant, care- 
ful examinations are made of these 
rejects to determine whether the 
breakown was due to causes be- 
yond the control of the manufact- 
urer or if there was a defect in 
the tube. 

The causes of tube failures are 


scientifically determined in the 
modern radio tube plant with 
special equipment. First, the re- 


jected tube is examined to deter- 
mine when it was produced and 
by what unit of the plant. This 
is accomplished by referring to a 
secret code number in the tube then 
it is possible to check up the’entire 
career of the tube. 
Microscope Tells Story. 

The next step is to subject the 
tube to tests from which character- 
istic curves 


may be made up. 
These tests include hum. tests, 
emision, plate current, gas, leak- 


uge, and so On. With the general! 
health of the tube determined, the 
exact causes of failure are next 
traced down to their source. If 
the filament circuit, for instance, is 
open, the bulb is removed and the 
elements examined to find out if 
the open circuit was _ caused by 
short-circuit, Over-voltage, or cross- 
ed wires. 

Tubes that have been burned out 
tell the entire story of their un- 


Four Majestic 
Models to Be 
Seen at Show 


Noteworthy Improvements in 
the New Receivers and 
Cabinets. 


An exhibit occupying 800 square 
feet of floor space near the front 
entrance of the Coliseum will dis- 
play to visitors to the Radio Show 
this week the four models of Ma- 
jestic receivers which the Grigsby- 
Grunow Cc. is manufacturing. The 
Benwood-Linze Co., the St. Louis 
distributer, will make the exhibit. 

A terraced platform narrowing 
into a singlt column on top of 
which rests a crown bearing the 
insignia, ‘“‘Mighty -Monarch of the 
Air,’ will support the sets on dis- 
play. Suspended above the exhibit 
is a model of the Graf Zeppelin, 
which has been made to appear as 
though it remains aloft without 
support. The background of the 
exhibit has been worked out in a 
harmony of vivid colors. 

Improvements Made. 

Within the new sets the ‘out- 
standing change is the use of 27 
and 45 tubes, replacing 26 and 71. 
Four 27s are used in four stages of 
tuned -radio frequency, free from 
hum and clicks and _ crackling 
brought in on the house currert 
lines. Following these four stages, 
comes power detection, a 27 tube 
so connected ‘that what its called 
“plate rectification” is obtained. 
This results in: a true power detec- 
tor, removing the last “bottle 
neck” in radio and permitting the 
greatly built-up energy from the 
radio frequency stages to ,ass un- 
hindered to the two 45 power tubes. 

Anot ier feature, and one which 


timely end when the filament is 
examined under the microscope. If 
the filament has been overloaded 
up to 5 or 20 per cent, the fila- 
ment wires are elongated or ta- 
pered on each side of the break. If 
the burn-out was caused by a 
short-circuit between filament and 
grid, it is found that the grid bears 
a small discolored spot at the point 
where the contact occurred. 
Abuse Often to Blame. 

Short circuits are not always 
caused while Operating the radio 
set. They are often due to mis- 
handling or dropping the tube. If 
this has been the case, a very Cas- 
ual inspection shows displacement 
of the elements resulting trom such 
abuse. Sometimes the dropping of 
the tube does not result in a com- 
plete breakdown of the elements, 
but displaces their relative posi- 
tions so that the characteristics are 
no longer uniform and the tube will 
not function properly, 

A great many tubes returned to 
the fd@tory as defective prove to 
be in excellent condition. This {s 
probably due to faulty receiving 
sets, particularly poor socket con- 
tact or loose rheostat contacts, for 
which the tube was blamed. Con- 
siderable misunderstanding would 
be avoided if. when a tube fails to 
light. it were shifted to another 
socket designed to take the 


same 
tube. In this manner trouble 
would be traced to a defective 
socket or rheostat in many in- 


stances, 

Investigation proves that as high 
as 65 per cent of filament burn- 
outs can be traced to placing tubes 
in the wrong socket. Also, the cur- 
rent should always be turned off 
when changing tuves,

Congress apparently Supposed that 
each broadcasting station could be 
counted on to serve a certain num- 
ber of people. Therefore. it di- 
vided the stations according to the 
population. 

The number of people served by 
a broadcasting station depends on 
two factors: the density of popu- 
lation and physical conditions af- 
fecting the signals of the station 
such as statit and fading. 

In New York it is possible for 
One station to serve séveral mil- 
lidn people, but that is not possible 
in the Western states. 

Six stations would well 
New York. Six other _ stations 
would well serve Chicago. Instead, 
there are about 20 stations operat- 
ing simultaneously in and around 
Chicago. 

In Nebraska, there are only two 
full-time stations—a 50-watt  sta- 
tion at Ravenna and a 100-watt 
station at Lincoln. In North Da- 
kota there are four full time sta- 
tions, all of them of 100 watts 
each. In South Dakota there are 
only four full-time stations, three 
of them of 190 watts each and 
the fourth of 15 watts.

engineers have sought for years, is 
the automatic sensitivity control 
which eliminates juggling of vol- 
ume (sensitivity) control as one 
goes up and down the dial.

Fine Cabincts. 
While the same chassis, speaker 
and power pack is used in all mod- 
els, the cabinets differ. The cab- 
inet of Model 91 is an early En- 
glish design of American walnut. 
The instrument panel is overlaid 
with genuine imported Australian 
lacewood. The escutcheon- plate 
and knobs are finished in silver. 
The “Twin 91” is in walnut veneer. 


Model 92 cabinet is taken from 
the Jacobean period and is of 
American walnut. Doors are of 


matched butt walnut, with overlays 
on them, and the interior panel of 
Australian lacewood. The escutch- 
eon plate, knobs and door pulls are 
finished in silver. 

The cabinet of the combination 
electric radio and phonograph is of 
matched butt burl walnut. The 
radio has three stages of tuned ra- 
dio frequency amplifications, using 
the R. F. L. balanced circuit. Two 
stages of audio amplification are 
used with two 50 types power tubes 
in the last stage. The phonograph 
is equipped with an electric motor 
and pickup. A phonograph switch 
is combined with the main tuning 
control.

ANGLO-AMERICAN NAVIES. 


Announcement of agreement’ between the United 
States and England’ on naval disarmament is an 
augury withont precedent in modern times. 

These two great English-speaking nations consti- 
tute a power on the seas besidé which all others are 
negligible. That is, there are but five maritime na- 
tions of any importance, and after the Anglo-Amer- 
ican countries only one of these has any considerable 
strength. This is Japan, which agreed to a 5-54 bat- 
tleship ratio at the Washington disarmament confer- 
‘ence in 1921. Neither France nor Italy has or is like- 
ly to have a considerable navy. They chiefly arm 
against each other in the Mediterranean. Upon 
the other hand, England, the United States and 
Japan control the seven seas. 

President Hoover and Prem 
brought about the Anglo-American agreement. They 
have sensibly resolved that for these two great na- 
tions to engage in competitive warship building is 
nonsense. Yet three years ago this competition dom- 
inated the thought of both countries. Our then Sec- 
retary of the Navy, Mr. Wilbur, lent his indorsement 
to a naval program which would have cost the Amer-

Why Discuss Prisoners of War?

ENEVA committees have recently 
been kept busy discussing the status 
and proper treatment of prisoners of 
war. The Kellogg pact and the Briand 
proposal for the realization of Victor 
Hugo’s plan for the United States of 
Europe led one to suppose that the 
hideous anachronism of war was defi- 
nitely outlawed by all civilized peoples. 
An American President had previously 
publicly declared: “It is for the gener- 
ation that saw and survived the World 
War to devise measures of prevention. If 
we fail in this we shall’ deserve all the 
disaster which will surely be visited on 
us because of our failure.” A British 
leader had also assured us that “wars 
are precipitated by motives which the 
statesmen responsible for them dare not 
openly avow. A public discussion would 
drag those motives in their nudity into 
the open, where they would die of expo- 
sure to the withering contempt of hu- 


More powerful and convincing than 
the words of either is the advent of the 
airplane, laden with tons of more and 
more powerful explosives, and more and 
more deadly poison gases, such as 
diphenyl chloroarsine and others, against 
which no masks efficiently protect. 

Recent records tell of a mad speed of 
355 miles per hour by a British plane. 

No very vivid imagination is needed to 
corvince any Senator, Congressman or 
M. P. that, with whole cities wiped out 
and countries desolated, there will be 
little need to discuss prisoners of war. 

There will not be any such animals! 

Had not we all better stand by Presi- 


dent Hoover and Premier MacDonald inf 


their efforts to make peace prospects 
real by progressive disarmament, and so 
save civilization?

The 
British were equally active. Mr. Coolidge appreciated 
the danger of such a rivalry and invited England to 
a conference at Geneva in 1927. The conference was 
a failure. We have just learned what part the great 
warship building concerns of the United States 
played in that failure. Nevertheless, public opinion 
in the United States against the folly of Mr. Wil- 
bur’s big navy program became so powerful that Mr. 
Coolidge’s Government abandoned it. It contented 
itself with a project to build 15 new cruisers, and 
there remained enough of the rivalry which reached 
its height two years before to put the cruiser pro- 
gram through the last Congress. 

Then came Mr. Hoover and Mr. MacDonald. They 
determined to stop the race in warship building. 
By mutual candor and confidence they have brought 
their negotiations to a complete agreement. There 
will be a conference of all the principal maritime 


powers next winter, and England and America will 
set the good example of agreement not to have any 
greater navies than common sense requires. 


This 
is a far cry from the bellicosity in both countries 
It is so far distant from the bel- 


Secretary Wilbur as to tax belief. 
The effect of the Anglo-American agreement will 
be felt around the world. Only our 15-cruiser ‘pro- 
gram, which will presumably be abandoned, projects 
more cruisers for Japan. If we do not build them, 
Japan is only too glad not to build more for herself. 
If Japan is not to increase her navy, Australia will 
not be compelled to ask for more British warships in 
the Pacific. So goes the circle, as vicious in the old 
order as it is beneficent in the new. None of these 
nations except ourselves can afford naval competi- 
tion. Every one of them would like to be rélieved 
from the necessity to keep on building. The necessity 
to keep on building can originate only in the Anglo- 
American nations. Thatis why the agreement which 
Mr. Hoover and Mr. MacDonald have made is sig- 
nificant: It is a tremendous contribution to the 
peace of the world, a promise that nothing must be 
permitted to overcast. 

A ROOSTER-POWER LIGHT SWITCH. 
A little town in North Carolina has a Superintend- 
ent of Public Works who has studied two systems of 
engineering: electrical and Rube Goldberg. This 
all-round technical education has enabled him to rig 
up one of the most ingenious systems extant for 
turning street lights on and off; with the aid of an 
old rooster. The regular habits of Napoleon, the 
rooster, impressed the superintendent, and he has 
put them to work. Napoleon did not watch the 
clock for time to retire, but kept a shrewd eye on 
the sky. When dusk arrived, at its regular time or 
earlier because of cloudy weather, he mounted his 
roost. Similarly, at the crack of dawm he hopped 
off, flapped his wings and greeted the new day. 
The engineer designed a perch along true Gold- 
bergian lines. The perch is balanced so that the 
rooster’s weight depresses it just enough to close the 
circuit and turn on the street lights. In the morn- 
ing, when the refreshed Napoleon leaps from his 
roost, the circuit is opened and the lights go out. It 
works perfectly, and is réputed to be the only sys- 
tem not depending on a fallible human observer.

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THE FARM OF THE FUTURE.

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MAINE’S POWER FIGHT. 
Once again the Insull interests have been check- 
mated in their effort to get a stranglehold on the 
State of Maine. The latest episode in the long and 


ier MacDonald save ‘bitter struggle is the defeat, by a vote of 62,248 to 


54,294, of a referendum measure which would have 
permitted export of surplus hydro-electric power, For 
20 years, ever since the Fernald law was passed, 
Maine has opposed the export of power. Ex-Gov. 
Brewster, who, as a member of the State Legislature, 
fathered the Fernald law, made a vigorous campaign 
against the referendum measure and added another 
victory over the power interests to his long list. 

To understand the fight, it is necessary to know 

that hydro-electric power is the chief natural re 
source of Maine and, in the words of Brewster, “who- 
ever controls the water power controls the industrial 
life of the State.” Since nearly all the good power 
sites have been gobbled up, Maine conceives its only 
remaining safeguard to be the Fernald law, which 
makes it necessary to use Maine’s hydro-electric pow- 
er in Maine industry. The State’s fear is now, and 
always has been, that, if permitted to do so, the 
power companies would run the power out of the 
State to develop industries in other states, principally 
New Hampshire, Vermont and Massachusetts. 
Last fall, after numerous assaults on the Fernald 
law had been repulsed, a flank gttack was made by 
the power interests, backed by most of the newspa- 
pers in Maine (with the outstanding exception of the 
Portland Evening News), the Republican Old Guard 
and other influential groups. It took the form of an 
effort to repeal the direct primary law and substi- 
tute the old-fashioned convention system of selecting 
candidates. The proposal was beaten at the polls 
by a 2-to-1 vote. If it had been successful, again to 
quote Brewster, “Maine would be governed by a 
group of men you could put within the boundaries 
of this carpet. Those men would represent the Insull 
power companies, the Fidelity Trust Co. of Portland 
and the Gannett newspapers. They would see to it 
that the Fernald law was repealed.” 

It is estimated that Insull has an investment in 
Maine of between $60,000,000 and $75,000,000, includ- 
ing industries which have valuable power sites. 
Brewster thinks that, if it were possible to export 
power from the State, Insull would promptly turn the 
industries into hydro-electric generators and sell the 
power elsewhere. This is denied by one of Insull’s 
spokesmen, who quotes Insull as saying he is in- 
terested primarily in the development of Maine in- 
dustry. 

Yet the Insull interests continue their fight against 
the Fernald law, indicating they have a huge stake 
in its repeal, while Brewster andthe people of Maine 
just as steadfastly resist what they believe would be 
a death blow to the State. How much longer the 
people will be able to hold out against the immensely 
powerful Insull crowd would be difficult to say. Up 
to the present, however, the people have stood their 
ground with true New England pertinacity. More 
power, literally and figuratively, to them. 
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PASSING OF THE STRAP. 

A strap is a piece of leather, sometimes used to 
spank children. That is not done very much nowa- 
days, partly because straps are becoming scarce around 
the house, what with the advent of safety razors and 
zippers. To grown-ups a strap is another form of 
punishment, when it is looped-and attached to the 
ceiling of a street car. As such it has become a na- 
tional symbol for the street car. Now a St. Louis 
trolley official has made an investigation of the sub- 
ject and reported that “current styles in women’s 
wear make it inadvisable for a woman to lift her arm 
above her head, since the garments hang from the 
shoulder, and the skirt, already short enough, is un- 
duly elevated in such a posture.” He noticed also that 
the men seemed to prefer other means of steadying 
themselves, and that the straps were unsightly any- 
way. As a result of this investigation, straps are 
omitted from the equipment of 25 new St. Louis street 
cars, and may soon be shorn from the old cars. 

Undoubtedly, another and practical reason for the 
removal of straps is the steady decrease in the num- 
ber of passengers. Fewer passengers mean fewer 
straphangers, and there are no straps in service cars 
and busses. The passing of the symbol may be an 
omen of the passing of the street car itself. 
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WHO FOOTS THE TARIFF BILL? 

With the Senate Finance Committee about to check 
up on the profits and other business affairs of the 
firms which are scheduled to benefit by the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff bill, it might be well to look at the other 
side of the picture and see who will pay the levies to 
be imposed by the measure. 

Families of average means and less are the ones 
who will foot the higher bills made necessary under 
the proposed schedules. Day-by-day living costs 
would be increased, with sugar the conspicuous ex- 
ample of the exorbitant levies. An authority on. dietet- 
ics assails the bill as “the anti-vitamin tariff,” 
pointing out that its effect will be particularly severe 
in winter, when fresh vegetables are a most desirable 
addifion to the family menu. Sickness, a growing 
bugaboo to those of moderate means because of 
mounting hospital and medical costs, will become 
more so, for rates on surgical instruments and med- 
icines are greatly increased. Education and research 
also are penalized, with higher duties on laboratory 
equipment and books. The rates on building mate 
rials have been modified over the first draft, but 
even so the cost of a new home will be greatly in- 
creased; for one thing because of the high rate on 
cement. This part of the schedule also will add to 
the cost of highway construction. 

The moderate of means seemingly are singled out 
by other increases. There are advances ranging up 
to a rate of 1000 per cent in the tgriff on pearl but- 
tons, imitation pearls and similar cheap accessories 
of dress. Yet the levies on genuine pearls and on 
diamonds have been greatly reduced or eliminated, 
to the benefit of the wealthy. 

So it goes, all the way down the list. It is a tariff 
schedule for and by big business, and the average 
householder will pay for it.

ly localized as those of war. Peace is 

not a vast repository of good intentions; 
it is a geographic as well as a political fact. 
It rests upon thé solution of a multitude 
of little things and although it extends over 
more territory than:the most far-flung bat- 
tle front, it is none the less a theater of 
action in which each nation plays its own 
part in its own way. Universal peace is the 
sum total of peace here and there through- 
out the world, peace in the Balkans, in the 
Caribbean, in Asia, Europe or Africa. It 
means that some definite frontier still 
staneés intact; some possible encounters did 
not take place. The problems of peace are 
as specific as the issues that threaten it, 
and they call for a study of the appropri- 
ate means for settling them when and 
where they occur. The problems of inter- 
national peace are those of practical poli- 
tics in its most practical form, If war is 
the concentratién of controversy, peace, as 
the veto upon war, must be as capable of 
concentration and application in given areag 
as between given disputants.

Richard Washburn Child, ex-Ambassador 
to Italy, asserts in a recent magazine ar- 
ticle that in the specific cases when the 
League is called upon to act, it is not only 
impotent itself but positively harmful in 
that it keeps the nations which compose 
it from taking the one effective way to 
outlaw war, namely, to make their combi- 
nations against a specific outbreak of war. 
The only generalization that he considers 
necessary is to have the three great sea 
powers join together and put their veto 
against war anywhere in the world: with 
their control of the seas they will be able 
to block others and with their agreement 
among themselves they will be able to 
maintain peace upon the seas. This, he 
implies, is the direct and effective way, as 
opposed to the roundabout measures of the 
League. That it would be effective—for a 
while—is beyond denial. As things stand 
now, Great Britain, the United States and

of most of the necessary raw materials, sup- 
plies and munitions of war, without which 
no belligerent could long survive in the in- 
dustrial war of today. If the great naval 
powers agree to do so, says our critic of 
the League, they can stop any major war 
between civilized nations.

At first sight this seems to be a common 
sense statement of a practical solution, but 
when we begin to examine it we find diffi- 
culties from the very start. If the great 
naval powers agree to stop ‘a war they must 
agree upon the direction of their action, 
which means tbat they must all be willing 
to place responsibility upon the same na<« 
tion and be equally willing to take the con- 
sequences of joint measures against the ag- 
gressor or joint help to the victim. If one 
thinks of these sea powers as acting like 
trustees of the Paris peace pact, we should 
not forget Mr. Kellogg’s insistence that 
there is no such undertaking envisaged in 
the pact itself. On the contrary, he insist- 
ed in the strongest terms that each 
tory was to judge for itself whether or not 
the pact was violated by the act of others 


and what it should do about it when the 
event happened. A veto upon war by the 
three sea powers could not therefore bé 
carried out in the terms of the treaty it- 
self, for if each one Was free at any mo- 
ment to decide against the judgment of the 
others either for or against imposing a vé- 
to—that is to say using embargo or block- 
adé or some such means against another 
nation—then the whole proposal would 
break down,

It is obvious that with, or without a 
League of Nations there must be agreement 
among the great powers, or the interna- 
tional action to prevent war is definitely 
impossible. Geneva seeks to establish this 
through political action in the Council of 
the League; the proposal now before us 
would substitute unofficial negotiations in 
the world of business and finance. Bankers 
and chambers of commerce would meet to 
insure the continuance of the péace-time 
relations of the world of business, and their 
guarantee of peace would hold so long as 
the “politicians” could bé kept out of these 
matters of international business. Govern- 
ments, he claims, should step aside to al- 
low the realistic forces of peace to work 
“peacefully and constructively; and so there 
would be an end to intrigue in the dawn of 
fair dealing by those Who are directly in- 
terested in seeing the right thing done. 


Now whatever reservations there may be 
in public opinion about the organization at 
Geneva, they are slight indeed compared 
with the chances of having a scheme like 
this accepted. The day has passed, so far 
as this country is concerned, when inter- 
national affairs can be abstracted from the 
responsibilities of government. We may 
make mistakes in the art of government, 
but we are not going to lessen its scope on 
that account and, more éspecially, we are 
not likely to lessen it in such fundamental 
problems a& those of war amd peace, As 
a matter of fact, the scope of government 
both at. home and abroad is being steadily 
enlarged with the development of the eléc- 
torate, and the pessimist who thinks that 
we are managing our affairs worse on that 
account should study the history of this or 
any other counyy to see how great has 
been the advance in capacity, paralleling 
the extension of the field. In any case, 
the argument against too much interference 
of government in domestic affairs has never 
been seriously applied to foreign policy. 
There the aims are those which interest 
the common mah more and more, and the 
only safety lies in an enlarged intelligence 
which comes through political education. 


There is no safety in Fascism, even of the 


business type, and, the problems of war and 
peace will eternally revert to the sphere 
of polities and within it to the action of 
responsible governments. 
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Trotzky Tells of Negotiating - 
German Peace Treaty With 
Two Antagonistic Diplomats

On Nov. 22, 1917, we signed an 
agreement to suspend warlike 
operations on the entire front 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea. 
We once more communicated with 
the Allies, proposing that they 
should conduct peace negotiations 
along with us. 

We received no reply, but this 
time we received no threats either. 


Peace Negotiations Begun. 
Peace negotiations began on Dec. 


9, six weeks after the peace reso- 
lution had been adopted. At the 
very outset our delegation issued 
a declaration outlining the terms 
of a democratic peace, The other 
side asked for an adjournment of 
the conference. 

Postponement followed  post- 
ponement—the delegates of the 
Quadruple Alliance were obviously 
having great difficulty in framing 
a reply to our declaration. Their 
reply finally was presented on 
Dec. 25: the delegation of the 
Quadruple Alliance “heartily in- 
dorsed” the democratic proposals 
that we had made—no annexations 
and no indemnities, and self-deter- 
mination for all peoples. 

On Dec. 28 there was a gigantic 
demonstration in Petrograd in 
favor of a “emocratic peace. The 
masses, though not deluded by the 
Prussian reply, regarded it never- 
theless as a great moral victory. 
Next morning our delegation ar- 
rived from Brest-Litovsk bearing 
the text of the plundering demands 
of Kuhlmann (Richard von Kuhl- 
mann, then Foreign Minister of 
Germany), made on behalf of the 
Central Powers. 

Sent to Brest-Litovsk. 

On the insistence of Lenin and 
of the Central Committee as a 
whole I went to Brest-Litovek. I 
went with all the enthusiasm of a 
man enter'ng the torture cham- 
ber. Going into any assembly of 
hostile strangers had always been 
torture enough for me—but Brest- 
Litovsk! 

The first Soviet delegation, led 
by Joffe, had been subjected to 
the most insidious intrigues at 
Brest-Litorvsk. Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria received them “as his 
guests.” All the delegations dined 
and supped together. Germans sat 
next to each of our men and en- 
deavored to worm out of them all 
the information they required. 

As the new chairman of the 
Russian delegation I determined 
to put an immediate end to the 
familiarities which somehow had 
crept into relations between the 
two delegations during the first 
session of the conference. 

Avoids Personal Meeting. 

TIT sent an intimatton through our 
military attaches that I did not 
desire to be presented personally 
to the Bavarian Prince. I also 
requested that the delegations dine 
and sup separatety, arguing that 
we had to confer during meals. 
These requests were silently ac- 
cepted. A strictly dry and official 
attitude replaced the former fa- 
miliarity. 

Kuhlmann was head and shoul- 
ders above Count ezernin (Austro- 


,the utmost simplicity. German 
soldiers acted as waiters. To them 
we were messengers of peace, and 
they looked upon us with eyes of 
hope. 

The negotiations dragged on. 
Seizure “Self Determination.” 
Kuhimann was anxious to prove 
that the seizure by Germany of 
Poland, Lithuania, the Baltic 
states and Finland was nothing bu: 
& form of “self-determination” of 
these peoples, since their will to 


incomprehensible that the Germans 
took such pains to expound their 
democratic theories, only to come 
out in the open two or three days 
later with their wolfish appetites. 
It was certainly risky, to say the 
least, for the German Government 
to keep up these theoretical dis- 
cussions, yet they were kept up 
on the broadest lines, mainly upon 
Kuhlmann’s own initiative. That 
the Hohengzollerns had no laurels 
to win on such a battlefield must 
have been clear to themselves 
from the outset. 

Kuhimann’s Firm Conviction. 

But the secret of this attitude on 
the part of German ‘diplomacy 
was to be sought in Kuhlmann’s 
obvious firm convictions that we 
should be ready to play his game, 
like a four-hand piece on the 
piano. 


Kuhlimann's illusions were uwn- 
doubtedly fostered by our Liberals, 
Mensheviks and Populists, who 
from the beginning described the 
Brest negotiations as a comedy, 
with the parts distributed before- 
hand. 


Gen. Von Hoffmann contributed 
a refreshing note to the negotia- 
tions, With no respect for diplo- 
matic finesse or etiquette, he more 
than once placed his heavy” mili- 
tary boot on the table around 
which. the negotiations wended 
their tortuous way. I did not 
doubt for a moment that the gen- 
eral’s boot, and nothing else, was 
the factor of reality in the nego- 
tiations, 


His Own Peculiar Way. 


Sometimes, too, the general 
would make an interruption into 
purely political conversations. But 
he did it in his own peculiar way. 
Weary of long disquisitions of the 
right of self-determination of peo- 
ples, the general burst in one day 
with a portfolio full o Russian 
newspapers, mainly of e@ social- 
revolutionary tendency, 

Gen. Von Hoffmann' could read 
Russian fluently. In short, stac- 
cato sentences, as if barking at 
somebody or giving orders to sub- 
Ordinates, he accused the Bol- 
sheviks of suppressing free speech 
and assembly, and of other breach- 
es Of democratic principles. He 
reproached us with great indigna- 
tion for the fact that our Govern- 
ment maintained itself by force 
and violence. 

That sounded truly overwhelm- 
ing. I replied to Von Hoffmann 
that in a class society every gov- 
ernment maintained itself by force. 
The only difference was that 
whereas Gen. Von Hoffmann’s 
government applied repression to 
protect the great land owners, we 
applied it to protect the  toilers. 
For a few minutes the peace con- 
ference became a beginners’ class 
in Marxism. Von Hoffman's face 
grew livid. 

Titled Gentlemen Bewildered.

. Impression of Meeting. 

lt was my first contact with 
men of these exalted strata of s0- 
I need not say that I cher- 
ished no illusions about them.

3, 1918—speaking at a meeting of 
the All-Russian Central Executive 
Committee, and mentioning the 
Challenge thrown down at Brest- 
Litovsk by Kuhlmann, I said: “Not 
one of us feels any malicious joy 
over Germany’s colossal misfor- 
tune.” Yet it is idle today to pre- 
sent proofs that a great part of 
that misfortune was due to the/at- 
titude adopted by German diplo- 
macy at Brest-Litovsk. | 

The more clearly we expressed 
our questions the more Von Hoff- 
mann took the ascendency over 
Kuhlmann. They no longer con- 
cealed their mutual antagonism, es- 
pecially the General. When, in re- 
ply to one of Hoffmann’s periodical 
attacks, I mentioned the Germ: 1 
Government—without any notion 
of offending him-—Hoffmann an- 
grily interrupted me: “I don’t rep- 
resent the German Government, 
but the German High Command!” 


Like Crash of Glass. 

It was like a crash of broken 
glass. Kuhimann, with twisted 
face, looked under the table. Czer- 
nin presented a picture of mixed 
emotions — embarrassment strug- 
gling with pleasure at his col- 
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league’s discomfiture., 

I replied that I did not consider 
myself qualified to judge of the re- 
lationship between the Government 
of the German Empire and its High 
Command, but that I had been au- 
thorized to conduct negotiations 
with the Government only. Kuhl- 
mann knashed his teeth, took note 
of my statément, ana obviously 
shared my sentiments. 


The principal trump in Kuhl- 
mann’s hand during the latter 
stages of the conference was the 
attitude of the Kiev, Ukrainian 
Rada, or council, toward Moscow. 
The Kiev nationalist politicians 
were an Ukrainian variety of Ker- 
enskyism. They differed little from 
their Great-Russian prototype, save 
in that they were more provincial. 

Dupes of Diplomats. 

The delegates at the Rada at 
Brest-Litovsk had been specially 
created by nature herself to be the 
dupes of capitalistic diplomats. Not

CONTRACTS IN AUGUST 


25 Per Cent Under July and 5 Per Cent Be- 
low Previous Year—Central West 
Also Reports Decline. 


The August contract record in the 
37 states east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains showed a somewhat pro- 
nounced decline following the fa- 
vorable record established during 


the preceding month, according to 
the F. W. Dodge Corporation. The 
month’s volume amounted to $458,- 
882,400, a decline of 25 per cent 
when compared with the July total 
and a decline of 5 per cent when 
compared with August of last year. 

Of the eight districts, two 
showed increases over the preced- 
ing month and three showed in- 
creases Over August of last year. In 
the volume of new work reported 
as contemplated, however, every 
district except one showed increases 
over July, 1929, and all except three 
districts showed increases over Au- 
gust, 1928. 

According to major classes, the 
August construction contract record 
showed the following totals: $146,- 
088,200, or 30 per cent of all con- 
struction, for residential buildings; 
$119,287,800, or 24 per cent, for 
public works and utilities; $75.265.- 
000, or slightly more than 15 per 
cent, for industrial buildings; $71,- 
955,400, or slightly less than 15 per 
cent, for commercial buildings; and 
$32,349,400, or 7 per cent, for edu- 
cational buildings. 

Contracts awarded during the 
first eight months of this year in 
the 37 states amounted to $4,156,- 
865,300, as compared with $4,545,- 
270,100 for the corresponding peri- 
od of last year, a decrease of 9 per 
cent. 

New work reported as contem- 
plated during August amounted to 
$657,832,000. This total showed an 
increase of 37 per cent over the 
preceding month and an increase of 
7 per cent over the corresponding 
month of last year. 

The Central West (Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Jlowa, Wisconsin, Southern 
Michigan, Missouri, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Nebraska) had $153,1790.- 
800 in contracts awarded for new 
building and engineering work dur- 
ing the past month.

NEW YORK. 

— HE disadvantage 
of letting your rel- 
atives have any- 
thing to do witb 
your business. is 
now quite appar- 
ent to Mr. David 
Bernstein, but his 
realization of that 
elemental principle 
has unfortunately come too late to do 
him any good. For months Mr. Bern- 
stein was enjoying a profit of $100 a 
dayin a business that required practi- 
cally no capital and almost as little 
work. And then, in an effort to in- 
crease his profits, Mr. Bernstein made 
the mistake of employing his seven- 


‘ year-old son, Solomon. It was a disas- 


tous move, for it led directly to the 
wreck of his business and to Bern- 
stein’s retirement, under police super- 
vision, to a quietacell where he will 
have three years of leisure in which 
to brush up on his neglected\study of 
business principles. 

Whatever may have been Bern- 
stein's shortcomings, one i3 com- 
pelled to admit that the business he 
established was a highly unusual one, 
for it was nothing less than a fake 
beggars’ syndicate. Bernstein not 
only founded the business but he was 
its president, general manager and 


' especially treasurer. His headquarters 


were at his home, No. 41 Essex street, 
in New York’s lower East Side. And 
iti was here that Bernstein, with an in- 
genuity that would arouse the envy of 
Phy \cians, received perfectly healthy 
men and with the use of bandages, 
tapes, glue and a crutch or two turned 
them into such sorry-looking speci- 
mens of humanity that no passerby 
could see them without dropping per- 
haps a tear and most certainly a coin 
into the cup which was always con- 
Veniently near for just such an emer- 
kency. At the end of a day's ‘‘work’”’ 
these poor cripples would feturn to 
Bernstein's establishment to be re- 
stored to full health.

lillmself to be noticed, the policeman 
watched the pair for several days and 
confirmed his suspicions. He fol- 
lowed them home one night to the 
Essex street address and then he re- 
turned to the Clinton Street Station to

ors. The Essex street house was put 
under observation, and then it was 
that what had begun as a mystery be- 


gan to assume the proportions of a 


miracle. In the mornings anywhere 
from six to a dozen healthy, though 


depraved-looking, specimens would en- 


ier No. 41. only to emerge later with 


their arms and iess con-picuvusly 
bandaged and limping as though in 
great pain. 

All headed for Broadway, the 


midtown district of Harlem, where’ 


other detectives watched them solicit- 
ing alms, and then trailed them back to 
Bernstein's “hospital.” Later they would 
emerge in sound condition and hike off 
toward the rendezvous for beggars in 
the Bowery to spend their “earnings.” 
Knowing that underworld charac- 
ters do not talk fluently in the pres- 
ence of the law, and wanting to make 
certain of a witness who might be 
cajoled into giving necessary testi- 
mony, the police decided to arrest 
Solomon and his attendant first. This 
was done, but evidently the procedure 
had been under observation, for by 
the time the police reached the Essex 
street address all incriminating evi- 
dence had disappeared. Not only that, 
but Mr. Bernstein himself, without 
any | notification from the police, 
promptly appeared at the station to 
offer bail for his son and Waters. 


HE police thereupon arrested 
Bernstein and held him where 

he could not communicate 

with the. boy. When asked to 
explain why . his son was able 
to use his limbs when the bandages 
were removed, Bernstein had abso- 
lutely nothing to say, nor could any 
amount of persuasion move Waters to 
venture an opinion. But little Solo- 
mon, apparently glad to be restored 
again to health, talked freely of his 
father’s operations. He told of the 
men who came regularly to be fixed 
up as cripples before going out on the 
streets to beg.

discourage the public 
from the indiscriminate 
giving of alms to beg- 
gars, most of whom are 
crooks, says Detective 
William B. Kirk of the 
Mendicant Squad. And 
since Detective Kirk has 
had more than 20 years 
of service on the police 
force, his statements 
must be regarded as au- 
thoritative. 

‘*‘New York,’’ he says, 
“‘has always been a rich 
field for fake beggars 
and it will probably always remain so. 
The Mendicant Squad averages 50 ar- 
rests a day, but it is almost impossi- 

ble to eliminate this pest. There is 
no such thing as a deserving beggar, 
for New York has numerous agencies 
that will care for unfortunates and 
keep them. But in most cases crip- 
ples can make so much money by cap- 
italizing their infirmities in public 
that they much prefer begging. Some 
of them get around the law by obtain- 
ing a license to peddle pencils or shoe- 
strings. These men make so much 
money that many bums and petty 
crooks are tempted to pose as cripples 
to get their share of the graft. Some 
of them show great ingenuity and are 
detected with difficulty.’’ 

HE irony of the situation lies in 

the fact that-many of these beg- 

gars make more money than the 
sympathetic people who donate to 
them, and some of them have actually 
amassed fortunes by appealing to the 
sentiment of the public. The police 
records of the past year reveal an as- 
tonishing number of cases wherein 
beggars have been found to possess 
real estate and snug fortunes in the 
bank. Patrick Johnson, a beggar who 
was recently sentenced for the twelfth 
time, admitted collecting $150 a week 
as a mendicant. George McLeod, pos- 
ing on the streets as a paralytic, was 
found to possess $79,000. 

Perhaps the most astonishing case 
was that of Samuel Ansel, a youth of 
23, who, when arrested, seemed to be 
twitching with palsy. His graft con- 
sisted of going through the subway 
crowds offering 10-cent penknives for 
sale, although his condition excited so 
much pity that alms-givers rarely took 
anything in return for a donation. He 
was picked up on a charge of vagran- 
cy. He was found to have $1446 in 
the bank, and his deposits averaged 
$100 a day. Investigation further re- 
vealed that he owned $40,000 in first 
mortgages and also several newsstands 
in Brooklyn, not to mention the fact 
that he lived in great comfort, and 
actually employed a valet! 

Barnum’s ancient contention that 
people love to be imposed upon is 
amply confirmed by the police records 
on begging. And Mr. David Bern- 
stein’s ingenious attempt to get rich 
on that principle would very probably 
have been a complete success; if he had 
just stopped short of employing his 
seven-year-old son in the process.

While Loud, as a youth 
of 21, was atiil repairing 
the agricultura! im ple- 
ments «at his farm home 
near Virden, Illinois, hits 
brother-in-law, Melvin Van- 
iman, a ploneer aerial pho- 
tographer, was discussing 
the first Polar flight with 
Wellman in Paris, then the 
aeronautical capital of the 
world. Vaniman designed 
the “America When the 
craft was finished and 
rhipped to Spitzbergen, 
Mra. Vaniman, Loud’s sis- 
ter, returned to Virden with 
Ziowing accounts of the 
expedition, which was fi- 
nanced by the’old Chicago 
Record-Herald. 

Enthused, Loud betook 
himself to Paris. The expe- 
dition of 1997, which Loud 
was too late to join, failed. 

The America, a non-rigid dirigibie 
20% feet long and 60 feet thick at its 
maximum diameter, struck a blizzard 
which it vainly battled for several 
hours before returning to the base. 
Before repairs could be made, unfa- 
vorable weather descended and the 
expedition returned to  Paris—de- 
prived of the further support of the 
Chicago newspaper. 


on, V/ ELLMAN wags an energetic 
man of great ability,’’ Loud 
said. ‘I'd hardly met him 
in Paris before he hurried back to the 
United States and spent the year 190% 
raising, unassisted, $100,006 We es- 
tablished our base on Dane's Island 
in the Spitzbergen group in June, 
1999. Although uninhabited at that 
time, Dane's Island didn’t lack for 
unhappy memories of other unsuc- 
cessful Polar affairs. Across the in- 
let stood a marble monument erected 
by the Dutch Government commem- 
orating its whaling colony of nearly 
three centuries before which perished 
in a severe winter. 

“The cabin occupied by Prof. S. A. 
Andree in 1897 before he took off for 
the Pole in a balloon and was never 
heard from again——this shed was in 
our camp. We used it and tried to ig- 
nore its history and the pile of stones

surmounted by a steel Swedish flag 
erected in memory of Andree 
“Our first task, of course, was to 


build the hangar-—a series of huge 
wooden arches covered with canvas. 
We took our own tron filings and sul- 
phuric acid for making the hydrogen

“Shortly before we sailed in Au- 
gust we were visited by a group of 
Norwegian army officers ho were 
on a vacation hunting trip and cruise 
on a steam yacht named the Farm. 
We passed over without sighting it, 
although——luckily for us—they saw 
the America and decided to follow us 
as far as the ice would allow. 

“Wellman was captain of the air- 
ship. My brother-in-law and myself 
were the mechanics and a Ruasian, 
Nicholas Popoff, was our navigator. 
We carried ten huskies and two 
sledges, rifles, ammunition and 30 
days’ rations in the cabin. Slung un- 
derneath, and serving as an equilibra- 
tor, was a 150-foot sock-like affair 
covered with steel scales for pro- 
tection against the ice and rocks 
as it dragged. It held gasoline and

food enough to last us a year and a 
half. 

“The equilibrator was Vaniman’'s idea 
and represented a sound theory in air- 
ship handling in those days 
varying temperatures and embryonic 
elevating rudders made consistent al- 
titudes difficult to maintain. The 
theory was that as we lightened the 
equilibrator by consuming its contents 
the air would grow colder as we prog- 
ressed and reduce the lifting power of 
our hydrogen so that the compensa- 
tion would keep the ship at a fairly 
uniform height-—159 feet. 

“The equilibrator broke in the mid- 
die just after we crossed from the 
open sea to the ice pack extending 
from the Pole. Relieved of the weight 
of ita contents, the America shot up, 
our instruments registering 7000 feet. 
While we were releasing hydrogen to 
descend to the previous level, a strong 
wind sprang up from the South. We 
had been in the air eleven hours and 
had traveled about 159 miles 


on 9, Vi ELLMAN ordered Popoff to 
turn back, refusing to risk 
our lives by proceeding 
with only 30 days’ rations left. But 
the wind became more violent and al- 
though at first our motor was able to 
carry us siowly into the teeth of the 
gale, we discovered after two hours 
and a half that we were standing still 
and likely to be blown to the Pole, 
whether we wanted to go or not.

“We turned off the motor and 
drifted, meanwhile tossing down a 
steel cable with a loop in the end. 


Luckily, the loop caught on an ice 
crag at the edge of the pack and we 
floated there like a wind vane, saved 
from anticipating the fate of Nubile 
and the Italia. After four hours of 
suspense, wondering when the cable 
would finally rip the cabin from the 
envelope, we sighted the smoke of the 
Farm. 

“The Norwegians had witnessed the 
breaking of the equilibrator and real- 
ized that something was amiss when 
we shot up into the sky. They were 
in the nick of time. We transferred 
our valuable instruments, the dogs 
and the rifles to the Farm and re- 
turned to Dane's Island like a captive 
balloon made fast to the stern of the 
yacht.

shorthand, and I learned to use the 
typewriter. I worked hard at pen- 
manship. I never got a grade below 
92 in my correspondence-school 
course. Most of my reading outside of 
my studies was in a business magazine 
and a geographic publication. 

“All this time the little girl, who 
had cried just before I was taken to 
prison, kept her word. She wrote me 
nearly every day during all the years 
I was there, and she'd come up to 
Jefferson City as often as twice a 
month to see me when the weather 
wasnt too bad. She told me she'd 
wait for me, and she has.’’ 

(Mr. Coggins prefers not to have 
this young woman mentioned by name 
because he wishes to shield her from 
any embarrassment that might result 
from such publicity.) 

“IT became a teacher at the prison. 
They once had class rooms there, but 
the place became so crowded they 
didn’t have space, and they had to 
give it up. I asked for permission to 
teach and it was granted. Six of us 
were appointed as teachers and we'd 
go from cell to cell teaching arith- 
metic and grammar and spelling. It is 
surprising how many illiterates there 
are in the Insfitution. I really believe 
that many of the prisoners would 
never have gotten there if they had 
had a chance to go to school, to have 
learned something so they could find 
work. 

“Not quite two years ago I was 
given the concession for selling news- 
papers, magazines and novelties in two 
of the halls. I made a little money 
out of that, but I gave most of it away 
to fellows who needed it worse than I 
did and had families. 

“1 could hardly believe it when my 
parole came. I knew Mr. Leahy was 
working for me. And he used to 
write me cheering letters. But I never 
quite expected it. 

“I'm going away now. Mr. Leahy 
and Chief of Police Gerk and I talked 
it over. We think it's best that I go 
some place else to start. When I get 
there, I'll find a job. I may take a 
little more work in a business school, 
too. I've seen the girl who stood by 
me all these years a lot since I've been 
back in St. Louis. After I've gone 
away and gotten started she is going 
to join me. And we're going to be
